Table  V shows  the  total  of  the  various  infectious 
diseases  notified  during  19^0,  classified  according  to  age, 
together  v/ith  the  nurnher  of  cases  removed  to  isolation  hospital, 
and  the  number  of  deaths,  if  any,  from  each  disease.  Table  VI 
shows  the  number  of  cases  notified  from  the  Surrey  County 
Hospital,  the  London  County  Council  hospitals,  and  Horton 
Emergency  Hospital,  Comparison  of  Table  V and  Table  VI  indicates 
that  the  presence  of  these  institutions  has  a considerable 
effect  on  the  incidence  of  certain  infectious  diseases. 

Smallpox.  No  case  of  smallpox  v/as  notified  during  the  year. 

No  primary  vaccination  or  re-vaccination  was  performed  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox 
Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Eighty-four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified 
during  the  year  as  against  il6for  the  previous  year.  The 
case-rate  per  thousand  population  was  1,33  compared  with  the 
rate  of  1.63  for  England  & Vi/oles  as  a whole.  Of  the  seventy-two 
cases  vi^hich  occurred  in  private  houses  tv/elve  patients  were 
allowed  to  be  home  nursed  after  home  and  nursing  facilities 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  being  equivalent  to  17^  of  the 
oases  notified.  The  remaining  cases  were  admitted  to 
Cuddington  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Diphtheria,  The  incidence  of  Diphtheria  was  also  reduced  for 
the  year,  in  which  six  coses  were  notified  as  against  eight 
for  1939.  The  case-rate  per  thousand  population  was  0,09 
compared  with  the  rate  of  I,l6,  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 
All  cases  were  admitted  to  Cuddington  Isolation  Hospital  for 
treatment  together  with  four  other  patients  who  were  admitted 
for  observation  os  possible  cases  of  Diphtheria,  but  in  ?/hom 
the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed.  Of  the  confirmed  cases 
notified  three  were  from  institutions , and  three  from  private 
houses. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation.  During  the  year  four  hundred  and  sixty 
■three  children  comple'ted  treatment  at  clinics  in  Epsom  and  Bwelh, 

Puerperal  Pyrexia,  Fourteen  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were 
notified  during  The  year,  representing  a case-rate  of  15,9 
per  thousand  total  births,  compared  with  the  rate  of  11,96, 
for  England  and  Wales,  This  number  of  cases  include  nine 
notified  from  institutions,  of  which  seven  related  to 
non-residents  of  the  Borough, 

Cerebrospinal  Fever,  Fourteen  cases  of  Cerebrospinal  Fever 
were  notified  making  a case  rate  of  0,22  per  thousand 
popiilation,  compared  with  a case-rate  of  0.32  for  England  & 

Wales  as  a whole.  Of  this  rnmiber  four  were  notified  from 
the  County  Hospital,  two  from  Horton  Emergency  Hospital 
and  one  from  an  L.C.C.  Institution.  The  number  of  private 
residents  affected  was  seven.  These,  together  with  the  four 
notified  by  the  County  Hospital  were  admitted  to  isolation 
hospital  for  treatment. 
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TUBERCULOSIS, 

Particulars  of  new  cases  of  tnlsorouloois  which 
came  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
during  the  year  are  set  out  in  the  following  Table 
together  with  an  analysis  of  the  deaths  in  the  area  from 
the  disease  during  the  same  period.  The  new  cases 
include,  in  addition  to  those  officially  notified,  twenty 
five  patients  who  came  into  the  district  from  other 
districts  in  which  they  had  already  been  notified,  and  six 
persons  who  died  from  tuberculosis  without  previous 
notification.  Unnotified  tuberculosis  deaths  therefore 
constitute  approximately  of  the  total  tuberculosis 
deaths. 


Thirty  three  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
representing  an  annual  death  rate  of  0.52  per  thousand 
population.  Five  deaths  were  caused  by  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  representing  a death  rate  of  0.08  per 
thousand  population.  The  tv>ro  combined  give  a total  death 
rate  for  the  district  of  0, 6o  per  thousand  population 
compared  with  the  (provisional)  death  rate  of  0.79  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole.
